Attacks the Chief. 

When he entered the saloon Donamio 
Gregorra of Rockdale, Peter Ceade of 
Joliet and Ginanoo were the only Ital- 
ilans present. Ginanoo is said to have 
declared that he was not afraid of any 
policeman on earth and followed this 
declaration by attacking the chief with 
a club. 

Fighting, the men reached the outside 
of the shack fh which the quarrel start- 
ed. Piro was knocked down and then 
he drew his revolver. Two shots were 
fired, taking effect above and below the 
heart. Death was instantaneous. Know- 
ing the temper of the Italians, Piro hur- 
ried to Joliet and gave himself up to 
Sheriff Corcoran. He was taken to the 
police station on North Joliet street and 
locked up. _ 

Ceade also returned to Joliet and vis- 
ited the Italian Boarding house on South 
Chicago street, which is headquarters.inj 
Joliet for hiS countrymen. Heading a 
crowd of 30 Italians, fellow members of 
Ginanoo in the Quarrymen’s Union, of 
which the slain man was an organizer, 
he proceeded to the police station. 

Police Reserves Called. 
The police reserves were called out, as 
the men threatened lynching. The men 
had been on strike for weeks and were 
disgruntled. Deputy Sheriff John Cantl, 


an educated Italian, confronted the mob, 


and, addressing it in Italian, prevailed 
on the men to return to their homes. 
Several hours later, with largely sup- 
plemented numbers, the mob returned. 
Piro, however, had been transferred to 
the Jail and the building was surround- 
ed with police and deputy sheriffs. 

Extraordinary precautions have been 
taken to prevent a demonstration at the 
inquest, which was set for this evening. 
Piro pleads official justification for his

WIFE-SLAYER 10 BE TAKEN 
AWAY FOR FEAR OF MOB

move Wounded Man From Small 


Jail to Greenville.

SORENTO, Ill, March 21.—Arrange- 
ments were made today to take L. Ev- 
ans, who shot and killed his wife at 
the Clover Leaf depot here last even- 
ing, to Greenville before night. 

The Jail is small, and Deputy Sheriff 
Emory Brown, who is also Town Mar- 
shal, is the only officer in charge. While 
no attempt was made to harm Evans 
in the excitement following the’ killing, 
it is believed to be safer to remove the 
prisoner before the usual crowd of Sat- 
urday night visitors from adjoining coal 
mines reaches the town. 

Evans killed his wife in the presence 
of a depot crowded with persons wait- 
ing for a train bound for St. Louis. 
After firing three shots into her head, 
any of which would have caused death, 
he shot himself in the left breast. The 
bullet ranged upward, and his wound 
is not serious. 

Evans and his wife, doth about Ww 
years old, have been separated the creat- 
er part of the time for four years past. 
Their two children, aged 6 and 4 years, 
have been In the mother’s care, und she 
has lived at times on the place owne.! 
by her husband and herself. and oc- 
casionally with her mother, Mrs. Love- 
lace.

The grand jury, according to. state- 
ments made at the Four Courts Satur- 
day, is on the trail of a new graft lead. 
which’ is said to promtse startling de- 
velopments as to the actions and meth- 
ods of certain members of the House of 
Delegates. 

For the time at least, it is said, the 
jury fas given up the investigation of 
the charges made by Delegate Fay that 
the majority combine has violated the 
law by holding up improvement bills 
and thwarting the efforts of the minor- 
ity to have the roll called when a de- 
mand for the ayes and nays is made. 

While details as to the new lead have 
not been given out, persens close to Cir- 
Cult Attorney Sager say he believes it 
is the most important graft development 
which has come to light during his ad- 
ministration. The new information 
which has come to the Circuft Attorney 
is said to far overshadow the Fay 
charges. 

The grand jury usually does not have 
sessions on Saturdays, but the members 
were all in their places at 10 a. m. 

In the anteroom were Delegates J. T.

There was a rumor that summonses 
had been issued for Clerk Leonard and 
for Assistant Clerk Danny Naughton of 
the House of Delegates.

GUARDED HOME. TO MARRY

Magnate’s Daughter Disappeared on Rainy Day 
After Being Held Prisoner in New York 
Mansion for Three Weeks. 





According to press dispatches from 
New York, H. Clay Pierce of St. Louis, 
chairman of the Board of Directors of 
the Waters-Pierce Oil €ec., one of the 


wiliest and most resourceful men ever 
chased by “‘trust busters,’’ Was outwitted 
at every point by his pretty yomg 
daughter, Violet,” when she ‘married 
James A. Deering, a young New York 
lawyer. Late reports indicate the wed- 
ding was an elopement. 

Mr. Pierce was forewarned, but after 
his experience in dodging process serv- 
ers he thought he was foxy enough to 
checkmate Cupid in three moves. But 
he wasn’t. 

; Love Finds the Way. 

Mr. Pierce took every precaution to 
prevent the elopement, but love found a 
way. Whether it was an area-way ora 
fire escape, or whether she juvat ‘walked 
out,’’ the outwitted magnate has not yet 
learned. 

Each failure of the elopement plans 
made the succeeding attempt more dif- 
ficult, according to press dispatches. 
During the last three weeks Miss Pierce 
had been practically a prisoneP in her 
father’s home at 15 East Fifty-seventh 
street. Every entrance was guarded, all 
‘the servants in the household received 
special instructions not to allow the 
young lady out of their sight unless the 
father was notified. 

“tT do net know how Miss Pierce was 
able to leave her home on! Wednesday,” 
said Mr. Deering, the father of thé man 
she married, when seen last night at the 
Manhattan Club. “I understand from my 
son that all access to her had been 
stopped and that every door was vigi- 
lantly watched by a’*servant who had 
particular instructions not to allow any 
outside communication. How she ever 
got down from the third floor without 


being caught is beyond me, and I am 

axiously awaiting a message from my 

son telling me how it happened. 
Bridegroom’s Father Pleased. 

“Tl was tremendously sufprised,’”’ he 
added, ‘‘when my boy called me upon 
Wednesday evening and told me, he 
was being married at St. Agnes’ Chapel. 
I thought he and Miss Pierce had given 
up the idea until, at least, after Easter. 
I met them at the chapel after the 
ceremony, but there was so much ex- 
citement that I forgot to ask for details. 
He is still in New York with his bride 
and lunched at Sherry’s this afternoon. 

‘“T do not care what action Mr. Pierce 
takes in the matter. His approval is 
not necessary. My new daughter-in-law 
is a most charming, beautiful girl, and 
my son is decidedly a lucky dog.”’ 


Although Miss Pierce left her father’s 
home in a great hurry, she was not al- 
together unprepared for a wedding jour- 
ney. During the absence of her father 
at Tuxedo on a week-end visit, three 
weeks ago, she had seized the opportuni- 
ty to have all of her personal apparel 
taken from the house in 4 trunks and 
sent to the Grand Central Depot. 

The day of the elopement was ideal. 
It was sieeting and outside conditions 
were so bad that those on guard in the 
Pierce househo.Jt thou’ *°%. for c time 
their vigilance could be relaxed. 

Miss Pierce took advantage of her 
opportunity and left the house on foot.

Agnes’ Chapel, where the Rev. Dr.

UF MISSISSIPP 
VALLEY TRUS! 


Plaintiff in Suit Alleges Bank- 
ing Company Jugegles 
Stock. 





Suit to compel the Mississippi Valley 
Trust Co. to for $100,000 worth of 
stock of the Richard “Hanlon Millinery 
Co. and>to restore to the treasury of 
the company $20,000 received as a bonus 
for subscribing for $200,000 worth of the 
company’s preferred stock, was filed 
in the Circuit Court Saturday. 

It is alleged that the $0,000 worth of 
stock was in the nature of a gift to 
the Mississippi Valley Trust Co., and 
that it has never been paid for. 

The Richard Hanlon Millinery Co., 
which retired from business more 
than a year ago and was succeeded by 
another corporation, was capitalized 
for $500,000. 

Steck Put Out at 

Of this stock the $200,000 worth 
subscribed for by the Mississippi Val- 
ley Trust Co., it is alleged, was sold 
at 365 °cents, bringing in $70,000, of 
which $20,000 went to the trust com- 
pany as its bonus. Under this ar- 
rangement the company had a work- 
ing capital of only $250,000 while it 
was capitalized on paper for twice 
that amount. 

It is contended that a corporation has 
ho right to give away its stock, and 
that the $20,000 in secret profits to the 
promoters was illegally paid. 

John. D. Davis, vice-president of the 
Mississippi Valley Trust Co., said he 
had been advised by competent cdun- 
sel that there was no merit to the 
Claim of the millinery company. The 
suit was filed by Bond, Marshall & 
Bond. 

The petition states that Richard Han- 
lon’ was induced by the Mississippi Val- 
ley Trust Co. in 1902 to organize a mil- 
linery company. The trust company, it 
is. stated, was to furnish the capital 
and Mr. Hanlon was to do the rest. 
As a result of this agreement the cor- 
poration was organized, Sept. 20, 1902. 

Hanlon Was Secret Agent, 

Mr. Hanlon, the petition states, acted 
as a secret agent of the Mississippi 
Valley Trust Co. and concealed from 
other stockholders that the trust com- 
pany was interested in the millinery 
company. The Board of Directors, it is 
averred, was controlled by the Missis- 
sippi Valley Trust Co., until June, 1907, 
when a new board was elected. 

This board demanded that the unpaid 
subscription of $100,000 be paid up, and 
that the $20,000 bonus be restored to the 
company. It is stated that Mr. Han- 
lon, In the organization of the company, 
subscribed for 1998 shares of the pre- 


ferred stock. of which $200,000 was is- 
sued, and $220,000 of the $300,000 common 
stock, and surrendered the certificates 
to the Mississippi Valley Trust Co.

Close behind him was Policeman Car- 
ney. When they reached the window 
and looked in, the policeman stopped 
and grasped the arm of Van Blarcom, 
who already had one foot inside. 

The celling of the long hall within 
was ablaze and burning brands were 
dropping. 

‘You mustn't go in there, 
death,’ the policeman said. 
Van Blarcom jerked loose and went 
in. A thousand persons standing on 
the lawn watched him. He was gone 
ten minutes. The policeman stood at 
the top of the ladder. The smoke rolled 
out so thickly that he had to croush 
down for fresh air. 

At last Van Blarcom, hia face black 
with smoke and soot, stuck out his 
head, paused while he took a breath of 
fresh air and then climbed out andi 
down. 

The great crowd, which 
him up for lost, cheered.

A frarichise granted to Browning, 
King & Co., in 1884, may help St. Louis 
to get cheaper electric light and power. 

Lawyers have declared that the fran- 
chise is valid. If it is, the company 
owning it could put in a plant, erect 
poles and string wires on the streets 
and furnish electric light and power to 
the consumers of St. Louis in competi- 
tion to the Union Electric Light and 
Power Co. 

‘Browning, King & Co. have not de- 
cided what they will do with the fran- 
\chise. Several offers to buy it have 
been made by capitalists, and others 
have expressed a wish to join in a com- 
pany to put in a plant under the fran- 
chise. 

Gives Perpetual Right. 


The franchise was granted by the city 
in Ordinance Ni. 32,723, approved March 
15, 1884, and gives to’the company the 
right to make and sell forever, in St. 
Louis, electricity for Nght and power. 
The franchise required that up to 1900 
the company should pay to the city 2% 
per cent of its gross receipts and there- 
after it. should pay to the city 6 per 


cent of its gross receipts. 

Under this franchise the company has 
manufactured 4ts own electricity since 
1884, and is yet doing so. 

During part of that time its electric 
plant was. several blocks away from 
its store and it strung poles and wires 
on the streets, under its franchise, 
the city giving it that right. 

Valid, Says Ottofy. 

Attorney bh. Frank Otiofy 
company said Saturday: 

“Last summer the company submit- 
ted to me its franchise for an opinion 
as to its validity. I spent two whole 
months looking into the legal aspect 
of the matter from every standpoint 
und the opinion rendered by me was 
that the franchise was good.

Waterway Plan Now in Favor 


Is for Work South From 
St. Louis. 








By a Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, March 21.—James E. 
Smith of St. Louis, president of the 
Business Men's League and head of the 
deep waterway movement in the Mis- 
sissippi Valley, had a second conference 
with President Roosevelt at 10:15 ‘a. m. 
today by appointment. He was with 
the President for an hour and a half. 

Mr. Smith, after leaving the White 
House, refused to say what he had 
talked about with the President. He 
added that any information would have 
to come from the White House. Infor- 
mation was denied there, with the in- 
timation that a statement might be 
made later in the day. 

During his three-days’ visit here, Mr. 
Smith has been in consultation with 
leaders of the waterway movement. He 
has talked with Chairman Burton of 
the Rivers and Harbors Committee, 
with officials of the War Department 
in charge of river matters, and With the 
Missouri representatives in Congress. 

As a result of these conferences it 
is known that Httle effort will be 
made to put through Congress the 
President's plan for a permanent wa- 
terways commission, to take charge of 
waterways development, with power 
to act independently of Congress. 

To Pust St. Louis Work. 

Instvad of this, it is the desire of 
the organizations Mr. Smith repre- 
sents that the present Congress cre- 
ate a permanent waterways commis- 
sion which shall have the power mere- 
ly to’ make reccommendations to 
Congress. This will leave Congress 
the control of the money and the pow- 
er to initiate waterway improvements. 

Along with the commission, an ef- 
fort will be made to get an appropria- 
tion this sprin.z to push the 14-foot 
channel work in the Mississippi, from 


St. Louis south. 
This is in accordance with the recom- 


mendations of the Mississippi River 
Commission, which in a recent report 
said that it was feasible to go ahead 
now in deepening the river, without 
waiting for the inauguration of the 
general improvement plan urged by the 
President in his recent message. 

In this connection, Lieutenant-Colonel 
Assistant Chief of Engineers of 
the Army, said today that the recom- 
mendations of the River Commission 
had been returned to it with directions 
thaf@ they include them in the Commis- 
sion’s next annual veport, along with 
estimates as to the cost of opening a 14- 
foot channel. This report will be ready. 
June 30, and will go to Congress when 
it meets next December. 

Whole Pian to Follow, 

At that time legislation will be pushed 
providing an appropriation for the whole 
lakes to the gulf waterway plan. 

Mr. Smith declined to say whether he 
had talked over these matters with the 
President, but said he was hopeful that 
the present Congress would authorize 
the work on the 14-foot channel. 

While Mr. Smith was with the Presi- 
dent this morning, Senators Aldrich and 
Beveridge and Representatives Payne, 
Dalzell and Hepburn, the Republican 
leaders of Congress, called at the White 
House, and it was reported that the 
President and the congressional leaders 
were getting the views of Western busi- 
ness men on the legislative program for 
the present session. 

Senator Aldrich said they had talked 
about this program. which includes the 
Aldrich currency bill, amendment of the 
Sherman anti-trust law, the employers’ 
liability bill, an anti-injunction bill and 
the creation of a tariff commission to 
prepare for revision.

Ultimatum Declares Open 
Shop and Sets Monday as 
Time Limit. 








The united brewery bosses have given 
the striking brewery workers in all the 
St. Louis breweries until noon Monday, 
March 23, to go*back to work. 

This is the outcome of the mediation of 
the State Board of Mediation and Arbi- 
tration which held meetings Thursday 
and Friday to hear the testimony of the 
different factions and try to bring about 
a settlement of the differences existing. 
The brewers have published notices to 
present and former employes guarantee- 
ing to protect and retain all competent 
men employed since the trouble began, 
individually and collectively. 

The guarantee is signed by every 
brewer in St. Louis. 

Conference Is Denied. 

Friday Joseph Proebstle and Chairman 
Allen of the arbitration board called 
on the representative of the brewers and 
asked for a conference looking toward 
a complete settlement of the strike. The 
brewers declined a conference and i«- 
sued their ultimatum t) the striking 
employes. \ 

It is understood this wil) not satisfy 
the strikers, on the ground that the 
beer drivers furnished by Priestersbach 
are nonunion men and must be dis- 
charged before the others:-who went out 
will return to work. 

“If the brewers will take back all the 
drivers and others, who have quit in 
sympathy the sotution of the difficulty 
will be in sight,’’ said Joseph Proebstle, 
secretary of the international union. 
“They will not work the nonunion men, 
and that is the gist of the whole thing, 
so far as the unions are ocoongerned. 
They cannot.’ 3 
Brewers Opposed to Board. 
The brewers have filed a notice of ex- 
ception to the ruling of the Board of 
Mediation and Arbitration and do not 
consider themselves bound by it in any 
manner. They fall back on the decision 
of Judge Daniel G. Taylor, declaring 
Priestersbach the legal secretary of the 
Beer Drivers’ Union, as _ sufficient 
ground for their action. 
They declare their * preference for 
union labor if it can be obtained legal- 
ly. They have been compelled, they say, 
to decide which is the legal union fac- 
tion and have taken the Court's decision 
as their guide. They declare their de- 
sire for absolute fairness in their deal- 
ings with their employes. 
The brewers declare that they were 
not apprised of the revocation of the 
charter of ‘‘Old Reliable,’’ the Priesters- 
bach faction, by the International Union 
until recently, when it was made to 
them by Proebstle. 
Brewers Regret Broken Contracts. 
They regret that the unions should 
have terminated their contracts with 
their employers on account of internal 
dissension among themselves, but that 
will not affect their attitude toward 
their old employes if they choose’ to 
come back into the fold again. Pref- 
erence will be given the old men 


whenever possible, but the ‘brewers 
state they will be compelled to con- 
tinue employing good and competent 
men of whatever complexion until 
their piants are manned.

If all men in public station in St. Louis were 


| hone$t and sincere questions like those presented 


in the matter of gas and electricity would not be 
difficult of solution. Men who do not mean what 
they say, men who assume a virtue which they 
have not and men who stand on the extreme of 
all rights, satisfied with none, are often the most 
serviceable agents that monopoly has in its 
train. 

It must be obvious enough to all at this time 
that all these problems are such as were con- 
templated nearly a year ago when the Cooper 
law for the regulation of public utilities was 
passed. If the Municipal Assembly had carried 
out the provisions of that act with reasonable ex- 
pedition and in good faith, we would now have 
a commission empowered to deal intelligently and 
energetically with the controversy that has pre- 
sented itself. 

To act wisely upon the complicated affairs of 
municipal government and public service, honesty 
is first of all necessary, and next to that there 
must be information. When the people are 
ignorant or misinformed they fall an easy prey 
to pretenders and schemers. 

Of the many evidences at hand of the ineffi- 
ciency or worse of our Municipal Assembly none 
-8 more conclusive than the fact that although the 
Legislature long ago tonferred ample power upon 
the city to regulate its public service corporations, 
rof one step has yet been taken in that direction. 


Failure to use power to do rightful things is] 


almost as bad as power misused. 

An honest Public Utilities Commission would 
very soon throw enough light upon the situation 
in this town to make the present horse play im- 
possible. The people would know where they stood 
aud, what is.of more importance, they would 
know where their servants and their busy ad- 
visers stood. 

With such a commission we would not have so 
many “friends of the people’ actively promoting 
the interests of monopoly. We would have facts 
and figures in black and white. We would have 
the issue so plain that the separation of the sheep 
from the goats would in itself be illuminating. 
We would have practicalities and action rather 
than obstructions and inaction. 

The proposed new natural gas franchise is meet- 
ing the fate that might have been expected. It is 
being smothered to death by “friends.” No 
one is more voluble in expression of phrases of 
endearment or more potential in hurrying it to the 
legislative morgue than the spokesmen of mo- 


its 


nopoly. 

This measure may be good or bad, advisable or 
inadvisable, but we shall never know the truth 
about it under existing conditions. If the Public 
Utilities Commission were in existence and at 
work the feasibility and desirability of the en- 
terprise would be made known quickly. 

The same is true as to electric lighting. That is 
a thing which needs regulation all along the line, 
from conditions of service to the bills rendered. 
Power exists to that end, \put power is of no 
avail when it is not used. 


Men who would have us believe that they 
are devoted to public and not private interests 
in these matters and who nevertheless fail to 
act under the ample authority of the Cooper 
law are false pretenders.

Motormen Without Sleep. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Nearly every day during the last six months I have 
read in the papers of some street car accident and 
nine times out of ten it is the fault of a green motor- 
man or conductor. One naturally thinks the cause is 
their inexperience, but it is not. A new man spends 
in all nearly two weeks without any pay learning and 
has to make a trial trip with the road boss before he 
is allowed to take a car out of the shed. The real cause 
is lack of sleep. When a man starts work he is 
placed on “the list’ and told to report at 5a.m. Per- 
haps there are twenty men ahead of him for work. 
If no regular man lays off he stays around waiting 
for work until 11 a. m. Then he may get a run that 
will keep him working until 12 o’clock at night. By 
the time he gets home in bed it is 1 a. m., but he is 
compelled to get up at 4 a. m. and report at the shed 
or office again at 5 a. m. After this has happened 
three or four mornings in succession no man is fit 
to work on a street car. There should be a law 
against it to protect the public. It is a great danger. 
I have been a conductor on Broadway now for over 
six months and have never had the chance in all that 
time to get over five hours’ sleep unless I claimed to 
be sick and laid off a day. 1 cannot afford to lay off 
very many days. I receive 20 cents an hour for all 
hours I work. Some days after lying around the of- 
fice all day I get a few hours’ work. A man, whea 
he starts, is usually in debt. He works 14 days, 
no pay, buys a uniform, $13; buys a pad of children’s 
tickets, $3, and is compelled to deposit $5 with the 
company. This amount and his first eight days’ pay 
are held back. He never gets it unless ‘he quits, There 
are several thousand men employed by the cOmpany

HE proposed constitutional amend-‘ 
ment relating to:taxation seems 
to me objectionable for several 

reasons: 

1. Une of the main purposes of the 
amendment—and this a legitimate pur- 
pose—is the separation of the sources of 
State*and local revenue. And yet, in the 
second section of the amendment it is 
provided that a substantial part of the 
State’s revenue may be raised by ap- 
portionment to the counties and the city 
of St. Louls. The Legislature is to fix 
the basis of such apportionment. Mani- 
festly, then, there may be, after all, no 
complete separation of the sources of 
State and local revenue under the oper- 
ation of the amendment. 


2. The power to exempt any class of 
property from taxation, subject to the 
rule of class uniformity, is given by the 
amendment to the counties and cities, 
and this power ig to be exercised in the 
counties by the County Court (or by 
Township boards in certain cases), and 
in the cities by the’ Municipal! assem- 
lies. The only express limitation upon 
this power is contained in the provision 
that in a city the power shall be exer- 
cised subject to the limitations of the 
city’s charter. The power is absolute in 
the counties. There is now no limitation 
in the charter of St. Louls which would 
operate to restrain the Municipal As- 
sembly’s power of exemption under the 
proposed amendment. 


This is a dangerous provision. There 
is no good reason for conferring such 


Jauthority upon minor legislative bodies 


and such tribunals as County courts. 
There is no excuse for this radical 
change in existing methods. The provi- 
sion in question is by no means essential 
to the main purposes of the amendment, 
namely, separation of sources of reve- 
nue and the establishment of local op- 

on. Moreover, it is in direct opposition 
to the proposals of the State Tax Com- 
mission. 

3. The State, by selecting any subject 
of taxation or any form of license tax, 
may, under the amendment, deprive 
the counties and cities of the right to 
derive any local revenue therefrom. The 
cities may thus be robbed of rich 
sources of revenue, and may be forced 





into raising increased property taxes by

I had returned from England to ride 
for Mr. Whitney—it was the season of 
1898—and one dav at Saratoga Mr. 
Whitney sent for me. 

“Sloan,” he said, ‘‘I have just re- 
ceived a letter from Lord William 
Beresford, asking if I can send you to 
England.” 

I had received a cablegram from 
Lord William myself, but felt back- 
ward about asking Mr. Whitney for 
my release, and told him so. 

“Well, Lord Beresford is a fine fel- 
low,” Mr. Whitney said, “and I would 
like to oblige him, so if you want to 
xo we will try to get along without 
you. You stay for the Futurity and 
after that you can g0 if you are still 
of the notion.’ 

So I went. arriving [In Engiard ‘in 
September. I. rode 45 winners out of 
98 mounts in 36 days’ racing. Lord 
William was very much pleased at my 
coming and also at Mr. Whitney's re- 
leasing me. 

Meets the Prince. 


Imagine my surprise when one day 
at, Newmarket, that same fall, Lord 
William called for me at the joc key’s 
room, and asked me to put my hat and 
coat on over my riding clothes and 
come out. On emerging from the 
room. he informed methat the Prince 
of Wales (now King Edward) had 
sent nim for me, and that I was to be 
presented to him. When he walked 
up to where the Prince was standing, 
he raised his hat and shook my hand 
warmly, and T may state that never in 
my life was I made to feel so much at 
ease or treated more courteously than 
on that occasion. 

He asked me several questions. How 
T liked England, their horseracing 
courses, etc., and before I left he ex- 
pressed the ‘desire of having me ride 
for him some time, which was gladly 
accepted on my part, as that was the 
first honor bestowed on an American 
jockey by a member of the royal fam- 
ily of England. 

Rode Several Winners. 

I rode several winners for the Prince 
of Wales, including the Old Cam- 
bridgeshire at Newmarket on Nun- 
such and the Portland Plate on Luck- 
now at Doncaster. 

I had the honor of meeting the 
Prince on several occasions afterward,

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It was through the late William C. Whitney that I met and 
rode for the Prince of Wales, now King Edward VII of England, 
right at the start that he is one of the finest 
sportsmen, the best-natured. most democratic and the squarest man 
who ever walked on a racecourse or sat on a throne. 





and at every meeting he was always 
the same kind, good-natured, big-heart- 
ed man. 

In the racing season of 1990 I was 
agreeably surprised when Lord Marcus 
Beresford, Lord William's brother and 
the manage rof the Prince’s stud, came 
to me at Doncaster and told me the 
Prince must have first call on my serv- 
ices for the season of 1901 and that he 
was prepared to make me the offer of 
$30,000 for the call, which did not in- 
clude pay for mounts. 

I accepted on the spot and looked for- 
ward with great pride and a “big head’’ 
toward the fulfilling of the contract, 
which the English stewards prevented 
me from fulfilling. 

Whitney Wires for Sloan. 

Just as I had completed negotiations 
with His Royal Highness, a cable came 
to Lord William from Mr. 
which read as follows: 

“We must have Sloan. Get him at 
any price. He tis far ahead of the lot 
and worth anything for big races, with 
all his faults.’’ 

Lord William was much chagrined 
when he learned that I had closed with 
the Prince and tried to get me to get 
out of my agreement. Lord William 
never believed that the English people 
would stand for an American jockey 
being first rider to the King-to-be and 
said to me: 

““My little man, I am afraid you have 
made a big mistake. Anyway. I hope 
not. Mr. Whitney and myself have to 
be satisfied with second call on your 
services,’’ 

And he agreed to pay me $15,000 for 
that call. 

Success Turned His Head. 

I am ashamed to admit that my suc- 
cess and the treatment I received both 
here and abroad turned my head, when, 
had 1 not lost my equilibrium, I would 
have had more or, as many, friends, 
better times and more money than any 
rider that ever straddled a horse. I 
have no one to blame but myself. 

The truth of the whole thing is that 
I have been punished seven years for 
having a ‘‘swelled head.’ I would 
have bcen satisfied to have retired 
forever had my contracts with the 
three greatest and best men I have ever 
known, the Prince of Wales, Lord Wil- 
liam Beresford, and last but not ‘east, 
William C. Whitney, been completed.

Doctors Say the Common Musca Domestica 
Carries 100,000 Bacteria 
Around. 





The little busy fiy 1s making his big 
cousin, the little busy bee, look like a 
police court idler. 

While the bee isn’t doing half enough 
to keep the honey market supplied with- 
out the artificial product, the fly is 
gathering baciili all the day and keep- 
ing the doctors as busy as title-hunting 
mothers of heiresses. 

What better business breeder could a 
doctor want than a house fly, a com- 
mon musca domestica, of the kind that 
Dr. John B. Huber of New York told 
the Food Investigating Committee of 
the Consumers’ League, carries on its 
legs 100,000 disease bacteria? 

“And he was heading straight for a 
bottle of mi...,”’ the speaker added. 

Germs Don’t Drown. 

Those who get into bottles of milk 
sometimes drown, but the germs don’t. 
They multiply and possess the milk, and 
often the drinker. Result, typhoid fever. 
A fly with less than 100 disease bacilli 
in his possession is rated as a pauper 


successful fiy, the kind that is most like- 
ly to get into your house at night or 
when it rains, will usually have not less 
than 10,000. 

As banks do not exist in flydom, the 
handiest place a fly can store his germs 
is in the food sunvly of a family. 

And when. as often happens, the food 
is eaten before the fly returns to gec his 
— or deposit some new ones, ine 

y is the loser, but the family is. not 
usually the gainer. 

There are good bacteria, soms scen- 


tists say, but the fly seems to pref 
handle the bad. — 


Germs in Stockings. 
Whether the place chosen for carrv- 
ing the germs is in imitation of the 
custom of feminine humanity which 


has made it necessary for banks to 
provide stocking rooms, or whether 
the fly may have suggested the stock- 
ing-purse idea to some observant 
woman, scientists cannot determine. 
Long before germs were as much 
talked of as they are now, there was 
a prejudice against living near a hos- 
pital because of a belief that flies 
carry disease from such places. 
Physicians now say that, while no 
fly will turn down a germ merely be- 
cause it comes from a hospital, they 
can find so many germs’ elsewhere 
that it is not worth their while to go 
out of their way to find a hospital. 
So that you need screens away from 
as well as near a hospital as much as 
anywhere else, and probably no more. 
M. D. stands for Musca Domestica, 
also for the professional man whose. 
visits he makes necessary. Hence, 
say the scientists, put In your screens.

He declared that it was a dangerous 
precedent for the city to establish, and 
that forfeiture was the only proper 
method, both as a pecuniary policy and 
as a warning to delinquent contractors 
in future. The same stand was taken 
by Councilman Crunden. 

Three votes were cast against sending 
the bill to engrossment. It was the un- 
derstanding, however, that further de- 
bate would be entertained when the 
measure is put on its passage. 

Further Opposition. / 

It is believed that sevenal other coun- 
cilmen will then oppose acceptance of 
the compromise. 

The Kern Incandescent Gas Mantle 
Co. obtained the contract to light the 
city. It defaulted and the city entered 
suit to recover $200,000 in penalties. The 
Kern company is now put of existence. 

The surety siainandl offers to pay 
$100,000 if the’ city withdraws the suit.

North Dakota, South Dakota, Wyom- 
ing, Colorado, Washington, Arkansas 
and Louisiana.

“T estimate that the citizens of St.

nearly $2,000,000 in gas bills if thebcheap 
gas measure presented by Mr. Reynolds 
and his associates is throttled. 

“The Laclede Gas Co. sells gas for 
$1 and for 8 cents. I will take 8 cents 
as the average. I am told that the 
company says it sells 10,630,000 cubic 
feet a day in St. Louis. _ 

“The promoters of the ordinance now 
held up by the Public Improvements 
Committee of the Council offer to sup- 
ply gas for 85 cents. That means 650 
cents less for each 1000 cubic feet. 

“Were the citizens of St. Louis to 
purchase gas at this price instead of at 
the present rate they would save, there- 
fore $5315 a day. At’ that rate they 
would save $37,206 a week, or $1,934,660 
‘in a year. 

Ought to Have Chance. 

“Tt seems to me that when a company 
offers to save this much money to the 
gas consumers of St. Louis and to put 
the city to no expense, it ought to get 
a chance to do it. 

“I think the Council at least ought to 
act on the bill without reference to the 
Board of Public Improvements. 

‘Incidentally, the House of Delegates 
is being criticised these days for many 
things, but not for holding up any cheap 
gas measures. 

“The 80-cent gas bill introduced.by Del- 
egate Hussey was promptly passed by 
the House at this session, but when it 
reached the Council it was allowed to 
sleep by this same committee which has 
the Reynolds gas bill.”

RAILROADS WILL NOT CUT ) 
’ WAGES IN WEST, SAYS PAPER 


Reason Given Is That Big Divi- 
dends Are Paid and Money 


Being Borrowed. 

CHICAGO, March 21.—A local paper 
says today: “So long as many of the 
big railroad systems of the country con- 
tinue to pay higher dividends than they 
earn, while they continue to borrow 
¢normous sums of money, there will not 
be a general reduction in wages on 
Western railroads. 

‘This decision was reached at a se- 
cret. conference of Western presidents in 
Chicago this week. Following the con- 
ference-certain labor leaders were given 
to understand that the Western roads 
did not contemplate an immediate reduc- 
tion, but no reason for the assurance 
was given. It was hoped to keep the 
reason from the knowledge of the pub- 


lic because of the unfavorable criticism 
upon existing methods of railroad 
financing, according to a prominent rail- 
way official. It was the general opin- 
ion, according to this official, that bust- 
ness conditions fully warranted a re- 
duction in wages, but that such action 
would not be tolerated so long as the 
railroads or many of them are paying 
their stockholders large returns and are 
constantly tn the market as large bor- 
rowers.”’
